Dl$ISIO& APPROVING APPJLICATION 

Ardis Phillips having succeeded to Application 19071 for 

a permit to approprqate unapproprtated water; protests having been 

received; the applicant and protestant having stipulated to pro- 

ceedings in lieu of hear\ng as provided for by Title 23, Calffornia 

Administrative Code, Sectlon 737; an investigation having been made 

by the State Water RJghts Board pursuant to said stipulation; the 

Board, having considered all avatlable information and now befng 

fully advised in the prgmi.ges, finds as follows: 

1, Application 19071 is for a permit to appropriate 

0.32 cubic foot per second (cfs) by direct diversion from April 15 

to October 1 of each year for irrigation purposes from East Fork 

Russian River in Vendocjno Gounty, The point of diversion is to 

be located within the SW* of NW*, Section 17, T17N, RllW, MDR%M. 

2. The applicant's pojnt of diversion is located 

approximately 10 m\les above the point where the East Fork Russian 

River flows into bake Mendocino and approximately 3 miles below 

the PG&E Potter Valley Powerhouse which discharges Eel River water 



fnto the East Fork Russfan RSver, Applicant fs dfverting the water 

applied for to 'Irrfgate 26 acres of alfalfa and pasture lands and 

cla-fms to have been frrfgat-lng the same land for over fffty years from 

the same source0 

30 The Calif'ornfa Department of Ffsh and Game protested 

the applfcatfons on the grounds that the granting of the applfcatfon 

would adversely affect the rainbow trout populatfon in the stream 

and that to satfsfactorfly mafntafn thfs resource in the lo-m91e 

reach between the applicantqs pofnt of diversion and Lake MendocSno 

the applicant should be requfred to bypass 50 cubic feet per second 

(cfs), or the natural flow of the stream, whfchever is less, 

40 The average daily flow of East Fork Russian River at 

the applfcantts poPnt of diversion during the months of April through 

September for the years 1950 through 1959 exceeded 100 cubic fee% 

per second fn 55 out of the 60 months of study and was between 16 and 

89 cubic feet per second (cfs) for the remaining five months, 

s6 The protestant has fa-iled to show that the grantfng 

of thfs applfcation for O,32 cubfc foot per second (cfs) would have 

a substantial detrfmental effect on a stream of this size as a 

fishery or that its recommended flow of 50 cubic feet per second 

(cfs) is necessary to protect the fish existing fn this particular t 

reach of the East Fork Russian River,, 

6, There is unapproprfated water ava-flable to supply the 

applfcant, and subject to suitable conditions, such water may be 

diverted and used in the manner proposed without causing substantfal 

Injury to any lawful user of water, 
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70 The fn,tended use I3 beneffefal, 

80 The app8femt claims a pre-1914 

the water applred for, the application havfng 

rfght to approprfate 

been made to obtain 

a r'ight of record fn order to facflftate the sale of the property 

desfgnated as the place of use0 The permft to be issued should 

contafn a speefal term to the effect that the rfght to dfvert water 

under ft wfll be included 9n, and will not be in addStion to, any 

pre-1914 rfght whfch the applfeant may have to appropriate water 

from the source0 

From the foregofng findings, the Board concludes that 

Applfcat1on 19071 should be approved and that a permit should be 

Issued to the applfcant subject to the lfmftatfons and conditions 

set forth fn the following Order,

commencing on June gg 1959, on Applfcatfon 12919A and others; and 

pages 103 and 744 of reportergs transcript of said hear'ing, 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that Application 19071 be, and the 

same is, approved, and that a permit be issued to the applicant 

subject to vested rights and to the following lfmftatfons and 
conditfons: 
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Lo The amount of water to be approprfated shall be 

lfmfted to the amount whfch can be beneffefally used and shall not 

exceed 0,32 cub$_c foot per second by dtrect dfversion to be dfverted 

between about April 15 and about October 1 of each year, 

20 The maxfmum amount herefn stated may be reduced In 

the 1Scense ff fnvestfgatfon warrants0 

30 Complete applfcation of the water to the proposed use 

shall be made on or before December 1, 1965, 

b. Progress reports shall be f%led promptly by permfttee 

on forms which ~111 be provfded annually by the State Water Rfghts 

Board untfl lfcense fs issued, 

so AlI rfghts and prfvfleges under thfs permft, fncludfng 

method of dIverston, method of use, and quantBty of water diverted are 

subject to the continuing authorfty of the State Water Rfghts Board 

fn accordance wfth law and fn the interest of the public welfare to 

prevent waste, unreasonable use, unreasonable method of use, or 

unreasonable method of diversion of safd water, 

6, Permfttee shall allow representatfves of the State 

Water Rights Board and other parties, as may be authorfzed from tfme 

to tfme by safd Board, reasonable access to project works to 

determHne eomplfanee wl_th the terms of th'is permft,

79 Rfghts acqufred under this permit shall be included 

in, and are not in additfon to, any pre-1914 right the permittee may 

have to appropriate water from the same source,
